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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 


Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 


The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was 
agreed to if an agreement was reached, or any other comments : 

Draft claims were faxed over for review and consideration. Upon review of draft claim 1, 
the following has been noted: 1) the limitation "a baseball batting swing trainer" only appears in 
the preamble. The preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely 
recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the 
claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness; 2) the limitation "a shaft having a 
substantially uniform circumference . . . and a first handle attached to the first end . . .; the 
second end having an area of increased circumference ..." reads on most conventional baseball 
bats. For example, in Kramer, reference #16 represents the shaft, which is generally cylindrical, 
and has a first handle (14) attached to one end and an area of increased circumference on the 
opposite end (see figure 1). Claim 1 is broad enough to also read on Chartier, which describes a 
hand tool. Additionally Bartkowicz shows the lower hand grip (1) acting as a stop and buffers or 
flanges (17 and 18) attached to either end of the second handle (16). The rejection based on 
Kallassy reference still stands. As indicated and noted, Kallassy mainly describes the structure 
and process of using the device in golf, but indicates that the device can be "altered" so it could 
be used in baseball. One of ordinary skilled in the art, let alone one skilled in the art would 
recognize the fact that the specific details and steps used in golf can not be effectively used in 
baseball, and would alter and use the device accordingly. Although not discussed, the Duran 
reference shows a training aid for golf that can be altered to be used for baseball and tennis (see 
column 4, lines 42-47). 
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Claim 26, is directed towards a process or method of teaching the proper swing 
techniques using the present swing training. It is the Examiner's view that the training aid of 
Kallassy when modified for use for baseball, would not only meet the structural limitations, but 
the limitations of the method steps, since the claim 26 is combination of the limitations of claim 
1 and steps for using the device, such as gripping the first and second handle, and swinging the 
trainer while moving the second handle. 

Possible inclusion of dependent claims 14 and 16 (both dependent on claim 13) in the 
base claims was discussed. No allowable language was agreed upon.
